MAN'S EAR IS 
BITTEN OFF 


Fight in nightclub 
leads to brutal injury 


A 19-year-old’s ear was 
bitten off in an incident in¬ 
side Kingston’s biggest 
nightclub, Oceana, last 
week. 

A witness said the club was 
closed at 2.30am after the inci¬ 
dent inside the club in the 
early hours of Thursday, Octo¬ 
ber 16. 

A spokesman for the London 
Ambulance Service confirmed 
a 19-year-old man had been 
taken to hospital but could not 
confirm the extent of the in¬ 
juries because of a police in¬ 
vestigation into a common 
assault. 

Oceana manager Steve 
Fleury said: “We can confirm 
an incident occurred in the 
early hours of Thursday, Octo¬ 
ber 16. 

“We are working closely with 
the police to help with their in¬ 
vestigations.” 

Kingston police are appeal¬ 
ing for witnesses. 

They said the victim, a 19- 
year-old man from Willesden, 
suffered serious injuries to his 
ear in the ballroom area of the 
2,500-capacity club. 

Police are looking for a black 
man, about 20, with short hair 
with a mohican in the middle. 

Detective Sergeant Charlie 
Morrow, who is leading the in¬ 
vestigation, said: “This was a 
particularly nasty incident. 

“We treat all elements of 
violence very seriously in 
Kingston, especially in the 
town centre, and we will pur-

sue all lines of enquiry to 
apprehend those who are 
responsible.” 

The Kingston Guardian 
revealed earlier this month 
that Oceana accounted for 297 
police call-outs in a six month 
period between October 2007 
and April 2008 - a figure 
reduced from 349 calls after 
police revised their figures. 

Oceana said many of the 
calls were wrongly linked to 
the 2,500-capacity club, which 
is one of the largest in south¬ 
west London. 

It released its own log of 104 
callouts including 21 fights in¬ 
side the club, four fights out¬ 
side, 11 people stopped at the 
door with weapons (including 
a six inch knife, pepper spray 
and CS gas), eight common 
assaults and seven assaults on 
door staff. 

Town centre leaders are keen 
to point out that overall re¬ 
ported crime has been drop¬ 
ping each year.

Kingston Council may be 
forced to improve availability 
of toilets in the area, after a 
committee of MPs said action 
was needed to halt the decline 
in public conveniences. 

Its report said councils 
should consult residents before 
closing public loos, but stopped 
short of making it law for coun¬ 
cils to provide them. 

The Public Health Act 1936 
gives local authorities power to 
provide public toilets but im¬ 
poses no duty to do so which, 
combined with cost-cutting, 
has resulted in their gradual 
disappearance. 

Councillor Steve Mama wel¬ 
comed the report, and has cam¬ 
paigned to stop the facilities 
closing for some time, but fears 
it may be too late for Kingston. 

He said: “One by one they’ve 
closed down. I’ve been fighting 
to keep them open because el¬ 
derly people often need to get to 
toilets quickly, or shoppers 
have their kids and need to use 
the toilet. 

“Kingston has already closed 
lots of toilets to save money as 
part of the budget. The prob¬ 
lem is when people find a toilet 
shut, they just go outside. You 
can see human faeces outside

These space-age loos are 
stored underground dur¬ 
ing the day and pop up 
during the night. 

The loos are made from 
stainless steel, have dis¬ 
creet lighting and are con¬ 


nected to the sewer system 
so the expense of empty¬ 
ing has been avoided. 

Three people can use the 
unit at any one time and 
each unit can accommo¬ 
date about 150 users per 


hour. 

They cost £30,000 each, 
plus installation costs of 
£21,500 and annual run¬ 
ning and maintenance 
costs of about £5,000 a 
year. 


some chained up public toi¬ 
lets.” 

The report also accused local 
authorities of failing to include 
toilets in planning agreements, 
furthering the shortage even 
more. 


Community toilet schemes, 
where pubs and shops are paid 
to open their toilets to the pub¬ 
lic, are welcomed by the report, 
but Kingston Council opted out 
of this on grounds of expense. 

“The shortage of toilets in the 


area is a genuine problem and I 
hope this report can improve 
things. But I think the damage 
has already been done,” said 
Coun Mama.

Jennifer Butterworth, chair¬ 
woman of the Kingston Soci¬ 
ety, said: “I am desperately 
disappointed because it was 
felt to have no merit at all as 
being over-bearing and ugly 


and everything was wrong 
with it. The second scheme 
which had the council’s go- 
ahead we thought was very 
much preferable and would be 
something positive on the 
site.” 

Councillor David Ryder-Mills 
said: “I do think it is disgrace¬ 
ful that so much local objection 
has been ignored and the deci¬ 
sion legitimately taken by the 
local authority is being over¬ 
turned. I think both we and of¬ 
ficers bent over backwards to 
accommodate them with the 


second application and feel 
further betrayed they still felt 
it was necessary to go ahead 
with the appeal.” 

Hugh Scantlebury, chairman 
of the Canbury and Riverside 
Residents’ Association said: “I 
suppose I am a little bit sur¬ 
prised and disappointed it has 
taken so long to do anything 
after the original power station 
was demolished, but I look for¬ 
ward to hearing from NHP to 
which scheme they are going 
ahead with.” 

Lisa Gagliani, head of the 


Kingston Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, which had long wanted 
a four-star hotel in Kingston, 
welcomed the announcement. 

“It has got to be good news,” 
she said. “I suppose they will 
go for the one which is cheaper 
to produce.” 

The council has a six-week 
window to challenge the deci¬ 
sion in the High Court 

Philip Trim from NHP said: 
“We are delighted the appeal 
has gone through. Nothing will 
happen immediately and no 
decisions have been made yet.”

Council steps in to help business 


Kingston Council is writing to 
750 firms to offer them a reduc¬ 
tion in their business rates, as 
part of a plan to help local firms 
fight off the looming recession. 

The council estimated that up 
to 1,800 Kingston firms may be 
eligible for a discount of up to 
£1,100, but only 1,050 are cur¬ 
rently claiming it. 

The council has also decided 


to pay bills to local firms within 
10 working days, instead of the 
legal limit of 30 days. 

Councillor Barry O’Mahony, 
deputy leader of the council, 
said: “I urge every small firm to 
see if they are eligible for a re¬ 
duction in their business rates. 

“The form only takes 10 min¬ 
utes to fill in, but it could save 
hundreds of pounds. 


“Just as importantly, this 
won’t cost local taxpayers a 
penny. Central Government al¬ 
ready takes away all the busi¬ 
ness rates, so for once Kingston 
could actually get something 
back from this tax.”

A bitter row has broken out 
after Kingston Council made 
the “unforgivable mistake” of 
putting up new signs listing 
two Surbiton streets as being 
in Tolworth. 

Outraged residents are now 
demanding the signs are 
replaced because they 
claimed they would knock 
about £20,000 off the value of 
their homes. 

The signs in Mayfair Close - 
400 metres clear of the Tol¬ 
worth ward boundary - were 
replaced earlier this month 
when the old embossed ones 
were stolen. 

The council has insisted the 
move was not a mistake, and 
were actually based on the of¬ 
ficial locality boundary lines, 
which were decided upon in 
2002 because they “reflect the 
historical areas of Kingston”. 

It accepted that the differ¬ 
ence from the ward bound¬ 
aries had caused confusion. 

A second sign for Ditton 
Road also appeared last week 
with Tolworth emblazoned on 
it, despite it always being in 
Surbiton. 

Resident Amarjit Karwul, 
who runs Sara Cush estate 
agents in Surbiton, criticised 
the council for “devaluing” 
the properties. 

He said: “Snob value does 


come in to it. The reality is 
that people want to live in 
Surbiton. People in Tolworth 
want to say they live in Sur¬ 
biton and we’re Surbiton but 
being called Tolworth. It’s just 
not on.” 

Residents in Mayfair Close, 
a street of detached and ter¬ 
raced Georgian houses, have 
now begun a petition demand¬ 
ing the signs are changed. 

Another resident Sarah 


Edmonds, 50, said: “At the 
moment, there’s a house up 
for let and the owner doesn’t 
know what happened. I’ve no¬ 
ticed people drive down here 
and drive away. 

“We bought our house nine 
years ago because it was Sur¬ 
biton. We don’t want to live in 
Tolworth. It has outraged a lot 
of people.” 

A spokesman for Kingston 
Council said: “It’s not a 


mistake. It has always been 
Tolworth but it has never 
been written on the street 
signs before.” 

The possibility of moving 
the boundaries will be 
discussed at the next Surbiton 
neighbourhood meeting on 
Wednesday, November 12.

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Angry judge 
‘suspicious’ 


A teenager who had a bayonet 
hunting knife when he was 
stopped and searched in 
Kingston town centre is cele¬ 
brating, after the case against 
him was thrown out last 
Wednesday by an angry judge. 

Alex Garrigan, 19, was fac¬ 
ing a maximum sentence of 
four years in jail if he had 
been found guilty at Kingston 
Crown Court of carrying an 
offensive weapon. 

But before he brought in the 
12 jurors for the trial, Judge 
Recorder Richard Atchley 
started asking questions 
about the strength of the case, 
which he said he was “very 
suspicious” about. 

“I am a cook,” he told pros¬ 
ectors. “I am a very good cook 
and my knife skills are sharp. 

“If I buy a Sabatier knife 
with a 20cm blade from John 
Lewis and am stopped by 
police, have I committed an 
offence?” 

Upon being told: “No, your 
honour. In your case there 
was a good reason”, he 
launched into a biting criti¬ 
cism of the case, which has 
taken three months and sever¬ 
al legal hearings to reach the 
crown court. 

Mr Garrigan was stopped in 
Eden Street on July 21, hours

after buying the knife from a 
shop in Woking and putting it 
in his rucksack. 

He told police he was a col¬ 
lector, information which po¬ 
lice left to the last minute 
before the trial to check. 

When they did, they discov¬ 
ered the words Mr Garrigan 
told police when he was ar¬ 
rested were almost identical 
to the advice offered by the 
shop - which itself had re¬ 
ceived those words of advice 
from the police themselves. 

Criticising the Crown Prose¬ 
cution Service’s case, Mr 
Atchley said: “Knives are 
lethal. There are far too many 
out there. 

“But when a young man 
gives this information and it 
checks out, I am staggered to 
think of the waste of cost and 
time that’s occurred as a re¬ 
sult of this prosecution. 

“He had it in a plastic bag in 
the middle of his clothes in¬ 
side a suitcase. 

“He had given an explana¬ 
tion and he had bought it 
shortly before, which very lit¬ 
tle enquiries confirmed was 
true.”

Mr Garrigan, an unemployed 
outdoor activity worker from 
Alton, who missed out on a a 
job because of the looming 
prosecution, welcomed the 
judge’s outburst. 

“I absolutely loved it,” he 
said. “The knife was just to go 
in my collection. 

“The police were doing their 
job stopping me but it should 
have never got this far.” 

Mr Garrigan was awarded 
£196.90 costs for expenses as¬ 
sociated with the case but was 
not given the knife back. 

“We have discussed the pos¬ 
sibility that he could be 
stopped again and this whole 
thing started again,” his legal 
counsel said.

Store owner was told 
police would prosecute 


Ian Senior, the owner of 
Swordmart, who sold the 
hunting knife for about 
£15, said police told him 
last year they would try to 
prosecute one of his cus¬ 
tomers. 

But the first thing the 
shop in Woking knew about 
the prosecution was when 
lawyers contacted them on 
the morning of the trial to 
check the defence. 

He also said the replica 
knife, designed to attach to 
a Vietnam-era M16 assault 
rifle, was less sharp than 
the kind of John Lewis 
kitchen knife the judge de¬ 
scribed. 

Mr Senior said: “They 
said they objected to what 


we were selling and said 
‘we are going to stop people 
from your shop and put 
them through the court 
system to see what hap¬ 
pens.’ 

“It was a pretty stupid 
prosecution. 

“We are opposite a 
kitchen shop and every¬ 
body complains about our 
knives as if theirs were 
harmless.” 

He said all the knives, 
whether throwing stars, 
fantasy daggers or samurai 
swords, were sealed with 
black security tape and 
customers were told not to 
open them until they got 
home, advice which Mr 
Garrigan followed.

Earlier this month a 
beautician with an inch- 
long shaping blade was 
stopped in the queue at a 
nightclub and was prose¬ 
cuted before magistrates, 
but cleared of wrongdoing.

Footballing brothers’ 
case tackled in court 


An ongoing feud between two foot¬ 
ball-loving brothers has landed 
one of the men in court, after he 
smashed up six football trophies 
and stole money from his broth¬ 
er’s bedroom. 

Matthew Murray, 21, of Hather- 
leigh Close, Chessington, had 
been thrown out of the family 
home by their mother after the 
bickering became too much to 
bear, Kingston Magistrates’ Court 
heard last week. 

He returned to the empty house 
on October 8 and stole 40 euros 
and £20 from a locked box in his 
brother Thomas’ bedroom. 

Murray came back again the 
next day and trashed the same 
bedroom, causing damage to the 
six football trophies his brother 
won playing for his Chessington 
team. 

Their sister reported it to police 
four days later and Murray told of¬ 
ficers he acted purely out of ha¬ 
tred for his 18-year-old brother.

Their rocky relationship was ex¬ 
acerbated by them playing for 
rival football teams in Esher and 
Chessington, which are both in 
the same league and come head-to- 
head regularly. 

Defence solicitor Shahnaz 
Sargeant said the pair had stolen 
money off each other before and 
the defendant was acting in re¬ 
venge for a pair of football boots 
and football paraphernalia that 
had been “destroyed or disposed 
of” by his brother. 

She added: “He has been asked 
to leave house and he is not al¬ 
lowed back. I have suggested he 
gets in contact with his mother to 
apologise.” 

Murray, who used to work as a 
tiler before giving up his job in 
June, is now unemployed and was 
three hours late to court because 
he said he had no money for a bus. 


Sentencing him at Kingston 
Magistrates’ Court on October 23, 
David Mulholland said it was diffi¬ 
cult to decide what punishment to 
give him, adding: “We did find it 
quite distressing as it was against 
your own family.” 

He was fined £50 for the theft of 
money, £70 for the criminal dam¬ 
age and a further £85 in court 
costs. 

Speaking after his case, the for¬ 
mer Southborough School pupil 
said he had never got on with his 
younger brother, despite them 
having many of the same inter¬ 
ests, especially football. 

He said: “I don’t think he has for¬ 
given me for scoring a hat-trick 
against him last season.” 

He added that living with his 
four other siblings, aged between 
12 and 23, meant “the atmosphere 
can get a bit heated”.

1 don’t know why 
decided to go for

These are the injuries suffered by 
a victim of a hit-and-run who was 
mown down by a crazed driver out¬ 
side a nightclub. 

Ricky Boylan, 20, was an inno¬ 
cent bystander during a brawl 
outside Essence nightclub in 
Kingston earlier this year. 

Witnesses said one man, Ahmed 
A1 Sattar, 26, got into a car and ca¬ 
reered into amateur boxer Ricky, 
leaving him with a broken thumb, 
a damaged knee and severe cuts to 
his head. 

Mr Boylan, who was walking 
away from the fracas, claims the 
driver then got out of his car and 
hit him in the face repeatedly with 
a bottle. 

When two of Mr Boylan’s friends 
tried to intervene, Sattar returned 
to his car and ploughed into one fe¬ 
male, sending her over the car roof 
before making off. 

Both Mr Boylan and a 22-year-old 
woman from Sutton were hospi¬ 
talised for nearly a week. The 
woman suffered from back and 
chest injuries and concussion. 

“He must have seen me with the 
group before the fight,” said Mr 
Boylan, a bricklayer from Carshal- 
ton. 

“I don’t remember that much 
about it, but I keep having flash¬ 
backs. I remember my head being 
cradled by a policeman and him 
telling me not to move. The next 


thing I know, I’m in hospital. I’m 
still feeling pretty rough and I’m 
still taking antibiotics.” 

Mr Boylan said of Sattar: “I’m 
furious with him, I wasn’t even in¬ 
volved in the fight. I don’t know 
why he decided to go for me.” 

Mr Boylan’s mother, Janet Boy¬ 
lan has spoken of her relief that 
Ricky has recovered. She said: 
“I’m so grateful that people were 
there to help. They were brave 
enough to try to stop the attacker. I 
shudder to think what would have 


happened.” 

Sattar pleaded guilty to wound¬ 
ing with intent to cause grievous 
bodily harm on the girl and dan¬ 
gerous driving and will be sen¬ 
tenced on October 30. 

Judge Campbell at Kingston 
Crown Court said to Sattar: “It is 
obvious that you face a substantial 
custodial sentence”, before re¬ 
manding him in custody.

Local historian June Sampson has just 
published her ninth local history book, 
consisting of 66 pictures of Kingston in 
the 1950s. She joined our sister paper 
the Surrey Comet as a reporter in 1973 
and still writes a weekly feature about as¬ 
pects of the borough’s history. She spoke 
to KERRY GROVE 


Delving into the 
past with June 


Why did you write this book? 

Most of these pictures have never been 
published before or seen the light of day 
and the 1950s is a neglected era. 

One advantage of getting on a bit is you 
were there. 

The 50s were exciting. Coffee bars were 
coming in, rock music was invented, peo¬ 
ple were back-combing their hair and 
wearing stiletto heels. 

From all of your research on 
Kingston’s history, which decade 
would you have liked to have lived in 
and why? 

I know there was a depression and every¬ 
thing but from the little I know, the 30s 
looked good. 

Everything got stopped by the war but in 
the 30s huge new plans were under way. 
Surbiton lagoon seemed to be a lovely pool 
and as far as I can judge life in Kingston 
must have been pretty nice. There was 
more grace then, there’s no grace now 

Where are your favourite places to 
spend time in the borough? 

I’m a great coffee freak. I like Allegro in 
Surbiton, Yummy Yummy in the Apple 
Market, Castello in Castle Street, I do like 
coffee shops. 

I like the atmosphere of them but I never 
go to chains. I always go to independent 
cafe bars because I like their individuality 


My favourite shop is Tudor Williams in 
New Malden. It’s like a department store 
in miniature. 

How did you get in to writing about 
history? 

I came to Kingston to become Bentalls’ 
first press officer, which was a new con¬ 
cept then. 

After I left they were celebrating their 
centenary and asked me to do a history of 
Bentalls. 

But you can’t do a history of the store 
without the history of the town. Then I 
discovered there were no history books 
about Kingston so I published my first one 
in 1972. 

What sticks out as the most interesting 
thing about Kingston in the 1950s? 

How it’s changed so dramatically in such a 
short space of time. The townscape has 
changed and the industry - the riverside 
was full of heavy industry and we were a 
centre of heavy industry. Clothing was dif¬ 
ferent. Women never wore trousers, train¬ 
ers hadn’t been invented and neatness was 
all. Everything was so different then. 

Kingston in the 50s by June Sampson 
and Mark Davison is available from 
good bookshops for £9.95.

Pay-as-you-go Streetcars the 
best invention ever, says user

Pay-as-you-go cars in Worcester Park 
have proved themselves as a popular 
green alternative to car ownership 
since the scheme launched in May 

The Streetcar scheme offers cars 
24 hours a day, with a card system to 
unlock them and drive them away 

For an hourly charge of £5.95, 
drivers get 30 miles worth of petrol 
and every extra mile is charged at 
23p. There is no tax, MOT or insur¬ 
ance to pay and members do not have 
pay interest on car loans or worry 
about depreciation. 

Worcester Park has three cars, one 
on Caldbeck Avenue and two in the 
Hamptons, with an average of seven 
hours usage a day. 

“I think it’s the best invention 
ever,” said user Tania Eiberg. “They 
are constantly in use in the Hamp¬ 
tons and I advise all my friends to 
consider Streetcar before they think 
of buying a new car. 

“There’s just no reason to have a 
car now. Public transport is great 
and this scheme is so affordable. 

“If everyone used it, there would be 
so much less congestion and traffic is 
a really serious issue through 
Worcester Park.” 

The company said every Streetcar 
took six privately-owned cars off the 
road because members often sell, or 
don’t replace, cars when they join. 

According to research by the com¬ 
pany, members reduce their driving 
by 68 per cent. 

Based on these figures, Streetcar 
will reduce carbon dioxide emission 
by about 2,000,000kg over the next 


two years. 

Smarter Travel Sutton is a £5m, 
three-year partnership project 
between Sutton Council and Trans¬ 
port for London (TfL), which aims to 
reduce car trips and promote greener 
travel. It advised people to sign up 
this autumn. 

Ben Plowden, programme director 


of Smarter Travel at TfL, said: “Car 
clubs help to cut the number of cars 
on the road, ease pressure on parking 
and reduce congestion and pollution 
in the capital.” 

Aside from green benefits, the 
economic savings are potentially 
huge, up to £2,000 a year for occasion¬ 
al road users in Worcester Park. 


Kingston Council said the scheme 
could ease the pressure of the credit 
crunch by reducing outgoings.

They say that necessity is 
often the mother of invention 
- and you can certainly chalk 
up Enzyme Theatre’s director 
Scott Matheson as an advo¬ 
cate of the phrase. 

Planning the group’s new 
production, Matheson was 
given a range of dates that 
Cornerhouse would be avail¬ 
able. 

And he admits the ideas 
flowed naturally. 

“I saw we were being offered 
dates in November and re¬ 
alised that that would be right 
around Bonfire Night. 

“So it was pretty unrealistic 
to script something set in the 
dead of space when you are 
likely to have fireworks going 
off outside! 

“Then I also noticed it was 
the Remembrance weekend 
period and tried to work 
around that.” 

Once he had set his sights 
on dipping his toe in history, 
Matheson found inspiration 
easy to come by 

He adds: “I remembered an 
article I’d read about 10 years 
ago that really stuck in my 
head. 

“It was about a family find¬ 
ing a letter when they were 
moving furniture, which 
revealed they had an 
unknown relative who was 
shot for cowardice in the First 
World War. 

“But, in actual fact, he had 
merely spent the night with a 
woman in France before the 
regiment was posted - but as 
he refused to name the 
woman so he was executed. 

“The themes - honour, duty 


and shame - are not rea-^, 
understood by modern 
society. 

“That was what I was inter¬ 
ested in examining.” 

Matheson gives me a rough 
outline of his plot, which 
involves relatives finding a 
host of long-lost letters, 
which are bought to life by a 
range of actors. 

But, if he is sketchy on the 
finer details, it is for good 


Matheson explains: “I’m 
actually still finishing off the 
script! 

“Rather than just give some¬ 
one a script and say go away 
and learn it, we set off with 
an idea and, as people 
commit, we write the script 
around them. 

“It becomes a much more 
democratic way of doing 
things.” 

Matheson has played a 
central role as Enzyme has 
illuminated the Cornerhouse 
with a series of productions 
over the past 13 years. 

But he admits his ambitions 
are slightly different this time 
around. 

He says: “People look at the 
First World War and seem to 
think of it as ancient history. 

“But three small steps and 
you are back in that era. 

“The past is a lot closer than 
people think and, hopefully, 
the show will provoke some 
debate.”

With all the recent talk of the 
credit crunch and financial cri¬ 
sis, clubs and venues are having 
to tighten their belts in a bid to 
keep their head above water. 

But the Ram Folk Club is buck¬ 
ing the trend, as not only is the 
club deep in celebrations for its 
25th anniversary but it is also on 
the verge of moving to plush new 
surroundings. 

And for organiser Bob Wood, it 
can all be traced back to original 
founder Brian Ravenhill. 

Wood says: “Ram Jam was born 
out of a real passion for the 
music. 

“There used to be a folk club at 
the Fighting Cocks back in the 
60s and, when that was on its last 
legs, Brian was eager for some¬ 
thing to take its place. 

“They managed to get a spot at 
the Greyhound- it started off 
small simply because they only 
had a very small room. 

“The fact they 
kept it going was 
remarkable.” 

Named after 
Young’s brew¬ 
eries, one of 
the main 
benefactors to 
the club, it 
went from 
strength to 
strength, _ 

attracting / 
the cream ^ 

of the folk 
crop to 
humble 


surroundings. 

A move to the 
Hound and Steer 
was enforced in 
1985, before a 
move to cur¬ 
rent venue, 
the Foley 
Arms in Clay- 
gate. And this 
is where the 
club 
has 


flourished. 

Wood adds: “It is a pretty small 
stage and it generates a great at¬ 
mosphere. You can make it a very 
very good venue for acoustics. 

“Fill it with good people and 
good music and, bingo, you have 
holy ground.” 

The Ram will depart the Foley 
after a Christmas special concert 
on December 19 featuring Omega 
3, before relaunching at the Old 
Cranleighan Club in Thames 
Ditton in the new year. 

And Wood is looking ahead to 
bigger and better things. 

He reveals: “We always aim to 
book acts anything from 12 to 16 
months ahead and couldn’t do 
that any longer at the Foley. 

“We needed some sort of securi¬ 
ty to do that. 

“Our new venue gives us that, 
so the future looks good.”

Moon over Aussie band 


Psychedelic Celtic elec¬ 
tronic dance music best 
describes the style of 
Aussie band Kangaroo 
Moon. 

The band formed in 
1988 in Northern 
Australia when English¬ 
man Mark Robson met 
the other founding 
fathers. 

Kangaroo Moon’s only 
constant performer 
Robson describes how 
everything just seemed 
to “fall into place” 
when he arrived Down 
Under. He had been 
hitchhiking and had 
met a band which need¬ 
ed a keyboard player 
and so he signed up. 

They have played 
Glastonbury and 
Womad numerous times 
as well as touring 
Europe. 

The band got its dis¬ 
tinctive name thanks to 
Robson’s daughter. 

He explains: “My 
daughter was two years 
old and standing on the 
veranda. 

“We had a kangaroo in 
the garden and the 
moon was out and my 
daughter, who was 
learning to speak, said 
‘kangaroo’ and ‘moon’ 
and I decided that must 
be the name of the 
band.

“Ever since then it has 
stuck!” 

Along with such a 
distinctive name comes 
a distinctive music style 
that their agent and 
Mark Robson’s brother, 
John Robson, describes 
it as, “a fusion of world 
music and Celtic music 
with electronica. It is 
very difficult to distil 
into a few words. 

“We have a sound that 
is ours.” 

Kangaroo Moon take 
indigenous Australian 
sounds, and then mix it 
all together with elec¬ 
tronica, Robson draw¬ 
ing the majority of his 
influences from Irish 
folk and the didgeridoo. 

“First time I heard it, I 
was on the island of 
Iona at full moon with a 
guy who had one,” he 
adds. 

“He couldn’t play the 
didgeridoo very well 
but was absolutely 
transfixed by it. I was 
then on a mission. 


“They make such 
unique and strange 
music with it.” 

Kangaroo Moon works 
with an astonishingly 
eclectic range of instru¬ 
ments including not 
only the didgeridoo and 
the keyboard but also 
Irish whistles, the 
fiddle, drums and the 
bouzouki, an instru¬ 
ment of Greek origin 
that has been incorpo¬ 
rated into Irish folk 
music. 

The band blossomed 
during the 90s, often 
playing four or five gigs 
a week, when they hit 
the road in pursuit of 
the sun. 

Robson adds: “We 
would spend six months 
in England and then six 
in Australia. For eight 
years I didn’t have a 
winter. 

“I have been very 
lucky. My wife has 
always understood my 
work and has always 
supported me and let 
me do it.”

NEW ROAD CAR TEST : VAUXHALL ANTARA RANGE 


Vauxhall gets a grip 


Vauxhall is looking to clear 
the 4x4 slate with its Antara. 
Andy Enright reports 

Without its badges, most would iden¬ 
tify the Antara as a Japanese car, the 
intricate detailing, extensive use of 
chrome and clever packaging mak¬ 
ing it look anything but a European 
or American 4x4. 

The fact that it shares most of its 
parts with the Chevrolet Captiva 
will only add to the confusion until it 
becomes clear, with a little investiga¬ 
tion, that this model was developed 
at the GM Daewoo design centre in 
Incheon, Korea. Suddenly it all 
starts to make a lot more sense. 

Drop into the cabin and it’s un¬ 
doubtedly a Vauxhall product 
though. The centre console features 
switchgear that’s familiar to Astra 
owners. The stereo controls are even 
broadly similar to a Cadillac BLS, 
such is the global reach of General 
Motors these days. Three circular 


air vents dominate the fascia, sitting 
beneath a unit that houses the satel¬ 
lite navigation, if it’s specified, or 
the stereo controls and on-board 
computer, if it isn’t. 

The Antara is strictly a five-seater. 
With the rear seats folded, there’s 
1,420 litres of luggage space avail¬ 
able and even with them in place, the 
Antara isn’t shy of capacity. 

The loading aperture is quite nar¬ 
row, however, the tailgate fitting be¬ 
tween the two big rear light clusters. 
Viewed in isolation, the Antara 
looks to be about the size of a RAV4 
or a Grand Vitara but the tale of the 
tape shows that it’s a much heftier 
piece of metalwork. 

For a start, it’s fully 4,570mm long, 
compared with the 4,415 of the Toy¬ 
ota and the 4,470mm of the Suzuki. 

Even comparing it to the Vauxhall 
Zafira, we find the mini-MPV break¬ 
ing the tape at just 4,467mm. That 
figure should be taken with a pinch 
of salt though, as the Antara has a 
lot more bonnet than the Zafira and 



the wheelbases are around the same. 
Perhaps engineering the Flex7 seat¬ 
ing system into the Antara would 
have been too big an investment. 

Although it does boast four wheel 
drive, ground clearance is limited 
and although it does come fitted 
with a hill descent function, there’s 
no low range transfer case. In fact, 
for most of the time the Antara runs 
in front wheel drive mode only, the 
electromagnetically operated elec¬ 
tro-hydraulic clutch sending up to 50 
per cent of drive to the back wheels 
when the going gets slippery. 

Customers now only get one en¬ 
gine option - a 148bhp 2.0-litre CDTi 
diesel, fitted with a five-speed 
manual gearbox as stan¬ 
dard. Prices start 


at around £21,000 and there’s a 
choice of E, S or SE trim levels. 

If you’re quick with the stick, you 
can make very respectable progress 
- breaking 10 seconds to 60mph and 
going on to a fairly academic top 
speed of 112mph. Drive in a more 
measured fashion and the combined 
economy figure should approach 
33mpg. 

The Antara can be specified with 
the optional FlexFix system, a clever 
slide-out bike rack which emerges 
from under the rear bumper. This 
was pretty tricky to package in the 
Antara thanks to the rear wheels 
being driven but Vauxhall has man¬ 
aged it. There 


rails fitted that will easily accept a ski 
box or additional bikes. 

The Antara isn’t the most capable nor 
the most innovative 4x4 on the market 
but what it does offer is neat styling, de¬ 
cent build quality, a badge that people 
trust backed up by a massive dealer 
network, tried and tested engines and 
an affordable price tag.
